Holy Land, which is to conclude the year, “care 
being taken to make such arrangements as will 
enable everyone to be home in time for the usua) 
family gatherings at Christmas," 

These organised parties for travelling to the prin- 
cipal cities and amidst some of the most beautiful 
scenery in Europe are a remarkable feature of our 
time. With that kind of resentful self-consciousness 
which is by no means his happy characteristic, the 
Englishman who wanted to travel, and yet scarcely 
knew how to go about it, objected, at first, to going 
about with comparative strangers, even though their 
credentials were undeniable and would have sufficed 
for an introduction to avy ordinary society; but the 
great convenience of the arrangement, when it was 
conducted with a careful forethought that came from 
experience, was too manifest not to be recognised, 
especially by those to whom it would have been 
almost impossible to make foreign journeys unac- 
со .

Whether any of them 
get so far as North Woolwich more than once is very 
doubtful, for they come to see London, and North 
Woolwich is some way out at sea ; but there are in- 
dications of their presence up the river, and the last 
omnibuses from Chelsea creak under the weight of 
burly passengers from Cremorne. Soon they will be 
away again, at home in more or less remote country 
places, to count over their experiences and talk about 
what they intend to do on their next visit; they will 
be gone, and we shall miss their jolly presence in the 
streets fora while; and then we shall have to occupy 
ourselves with the work that comes with the end of 
September and with the London campaign, which has, 


in fact, begun already.

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FRANCE AND GERMANY. 
VERSAILLES 


is to continue at present to be the seát of the French 
Government. The return of the Chamber of Deputies 
to Paris, however, cannot be far off, after the eloquent 
speech of M. Louis Blanc and after the Versailles 
Assembly’s decision, by 356 votes against 313, that 
the business of the Ministerial departments now 
carried on in .Paris should not be removed to 
Versailles, 

General Manteuffel arrived at Versailles on Satur- 
day, in order to apprise М, Thiers of the immediate 
evacuation of the four departments of the Seine, 
Seine et Oise, Seine et Marne, and Oise. The Prussian 
garrisons of the northern forts of Paris were to be the 
first evacuating troops; the others will follow at the 
rate of 3000 daily. 

A conspiracy to burn Toulon Arsenal and liberate 
the convicts has been discovered, Highly inflam-

The Pope received recently some members of the 
Society of St. Vincent de Paul, with whom he con- 
versed at great length on the causes of the misery of 
the poorer classes in Rome.

DIAMOND LAND, 
The wide waste of land in South Africa, which is 
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the seat of the diamond discoveries, has now the ар- | 
pearance of a large town. of canvas. The finds are | 


enormous. In the search carried on in the King 
William’s Town district for diamonds and precious 
stones several topazes and a good many agates have 
been turned out, especially in the vieinity of Mount 
Coke. A diamond of 120 carats has been unearthed 
at Du Toit’s Pan. Dr. Atherstone, who was one of 
the first to declare that diamonds existed in South 
Africa, was present when the diamond was un- 
earthed. A letter from Du Toit’s Pan, dated 
July 15, contains the following interesting par- 
ticulars :—** The weather has been cold. Ice an inch 


thick, and the ground covered with a white frost in | 


the morning. Raymond and Co. have started their 
engine and sifting-machine just at the back of our 
tent. Тһе engine is а success, but the sifting- 
machine is susceptible of improvement.

DEATH OF A GIFTED LADY. 

Tue death is announced of Sybil, Duchess of St. 
Albans. She died about midnight on the 7th inst., 
in the twenty-third year of her age, of puerperal 
fever. She had been in indifferent health before her 
confinement, which occurred about a fortnight since, 
and, either from having taken cold or from natural 
causes, the disease to which she succumbed developed 
itself, The daughter of General Sir Charles Grey, 
long attached to the Court of her Majesty, she was 
married in 1867, and had just given birth to her third 
child.

DOMESTIC RECIPES. 
(From the “ Food Journal.”) 


POITRINES DE MOUTON А LA SAUCE PIQUANTE. 

Trim two breasts of mutton, tie them up with pack- 
thread, and put them to cook in a pan orina good 
braise. When they sre cooked enough take them 
from the bone and the skin, trim them afresh, season 
them with salt and pepper, cover them with bread 
crumbs, grill them, and serve with piquante sauce, 

CELERI AU JUS. 
Blanch the celery, then cook it in stock, thicken 


with flour and butter, simmer and serve. Slices of 
trufle added аге an improvement, 
BEIGNETS DE POMMES. 

Cut in quarters some fine rennets, take away the 
core; pare them, and put them to inade, with 
brandy, cinnamon, and essence of lemon. When 
about to fry them drain and plunge them in a light 
batter, fry them of a nice colour, and, after having 
placed them on a dish, powder with white sugar, and 
glaze them in the oven or with asalamander, Serve 
very hot. 4 


SOUP А LA HOLLANDAISE, 


Peel three carrots and an equal number of turnips 
and cucumbers; scoop these out into the shape of 
small olives, and, after blanching them, boil in two 
quarts of good strong blond of veal; when vege- 
tables are done, remove the soup from the fire, and 
mix in with it a leason of eight yolks of eggs, half a 
pint of cream, a pat of butter, and a little sugar; set 
the leason by stirring the soup over the fire, and then 
pour it into the soup-tureen containing about half a 
pint of young peas boiled green and an equal pro- 
portion of French beans cut into diamonds, 

| SALT DUCK, 

Rub well into an ordinary-sized duck a quarter of 
a pound of salt, and turn the duck daily on a dish 
Then wash all the salt off 
clean, put it into a double with a half pint of water 
to the pound, and let it simmer steadily for two hours. 
Salt boiled duck, with white onion sauce, is much 
better than roast duck, 


A GOOD DISINFECTANT. 
CHLORALUM 
is recommended as a ** British expedient for the pre- 
vention of contagious disease’’ by Professor Samue 
R. Percy, an American medicalman. On the eve of 
starting from Liverpool he wrote to the editor of the 
Times :— 

** While engineers and physicians discuss the value 
of ventilation as applied to sewers the people die, 
and, since cholera is travelling fast, it is best to cor- 
rect such faults at ence.

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THE MIMIC WAR. 
THE DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE 

formally assumed, on Monday, the command-in- 
chief of the small army of 35,300 men, which was 
divided into three divisions, the first remaining at 
Aldershott, the second and third having proceeded 
therefrom on the 9th inst., and having encamped re- 
spectively at Hartford Bridge Flats and Woolmer.

A STARTLING COMMENCEMENT OF THE CAMPAIGN 


was announced by the experienced “Special ”” of the 
Daily News, of Metz renown. ‘Writing on Sunday 
night, Mr. Forbes describes how Woolmer Camp was 
surprised and taken captive by one man :—* About 
one o’cleck this morning I quitted my tent and went 
on an excursion designed to test the manner in which 
the camp was guarded against a night surprise. 
While in the camp I was properly challenged by the 
sentries of the different regimental guards. Striking 
due west I soon passed the lines and found myself 
in solitude. Pursuing a footpath, I struck boldly 
out, leaving the advanced camp of the 82nd some- 
what on my left. Not the sign of an outpost picket, 
patrol, or vedette was visible. Having gained an 
ofiing, I proceeded to move on the camp at the head 
of a ghostly army of imaginary Teutons, At first 1 
dodged by the sides of hedges, careful to keep under 
cover; but, growing bold by impunity, 1 struck ulti- 
mately forward on the main road from Liphook to 
the camp. Advancing with boldness, yet with cau- 
tion, I still met with no obstruction. My ghostly 
battalions tramped steadily forward, till at the 
distance of 100 yards I could faintly discern 
the outline of the tents of the 82nd. Posting 
one imaginary brigade deployed, with this road 
as its centre, I proceeded by а slightly cir- 
cuitous route to gain Lindford Bridge. Eatirely 
deserted as it was, and totally unguardedin any way, 
I had no difficulty in stationing a trusty ghostly bat- 
talion upon it. Then I returned on my track, and 
leading another battalion round by the road 1 had 
quitted the camp, I stationed it in a position near 
the rear of the right flank of the 82nd. A ghostly 
detachment of Uhlans I held in reserve behind this 
body, and massed the bulk of my force behind the 
brigade originaliy posted. A ghostly rocket sud- 
denly shot into the air. My ghostly forces closed on 
the devoted 82nd front, flanks and rear; the Uhlans 
dashed at the exposed head-quarters of Sir Thomas 
M‘Mahon, and carried off him and his staff; the 
82nd, after a brave resistance, surrendered at dis- 
cretion, and the whole of my ghostly army was pour- 
ing forward in dense array against the main camp, 
All this I performed single-handed—or, rather, I did 
not perform it at all, but executed it mentally, There 
was nothing in the world to have prevented ше from 
qom out in reality the p me I have 
sketched, and in the morning the third division would 
have either been contesting desperately a furious 
strife, or in mad, panic-stricken retreat across the 
heath country they had traversed the day before.

The 
general scene of the romance, laid in the ancient 
kingdom of Bohemia, centres at Prague. The time 
is in the latter half of the fourteenth century— about 
the year 1380. It is in the reign of King Wenzel, 
** the Бауаре”--а monarch of the most muscular 
pharacter, of hirsute and ferocious aspect, who rules

grand central figure and moving spirit of the drama, 
and from his savage grandeur the other leading 
characters, including the hero and heroine, repre- 
sented by Mr. and Mrs. Hermann Vezin, derive 
much of their dignity and interest. The prologue 
turns on a family quarrel concerning the will of the 
late Burgomaster of Nurnberg. Hereon there hangs 
a tale, at which the deceased’s widow, Dame 
Margaret Volkner (Mrs. Billington), as yet but 
darkly hints, but which has reference to an absent 
son, to the fact of his having been born on the same 
day as the Bohemian King, son of the late Empress 
of Germany, and to a certain understanding the two 
mothers came to at the time on the heads of this co- 
incidence. Dame Margaret Volkner has long been 
without tidings of her absent Henrico (Mr. Hermann 
Vezin), but ultimately learns that his letters have 
been intercepted by Marquart (Мг. W. D. Gresham), 

unnatural brother at home, who, accused of this 
offence, and placed at a disadvantage with regard to 
the will, resolves to attain his purpose by а darker 
crime—by the death, in short, of Henrico. 

The curtain next rises on the magnificent festival 
gathering of the Lorenziberg at Prague. Amongst 
the other distinguished individuals who come to do 
honour to the occasion is a certain beautiful Countess 
Blanka, fairly represented by Miss M. Rhodes, who 
in this character makes her first appearance on the 
London boards. The charming Countess passes with 
the King, who has been paying’ her marked atten- 
tions, and who brooks no rival. She finds opportunity, 
however, to exchange significant looks, not for the 
first time, with an interesting stranger, and to drop 
him a token of her regard іп the shape of a flower. 
Meanwhile another pair of beautiful eyes have been 
secretly watching bim under cover of a veil. They 
belong to a certain fair damsel named Markitta (Mrs. 
Hermann Vezin), who moves in a humbler sphere of 
life than her brilliant rival the Countess, who, after 
seeiug what has passed, retires from the scene іп 
despair. Then comes the beginning of the end. 
Henrico is provoked to a quarrel by а Bohemian 
noble in league with Marquart, runs his opponent 
through, fights his way out of the hostile camp, leaps 
over а precipice, swims a river, passes through incre- 
dible dangers, and barely escapes with his life. 

Ultimately Henrico falls down wounded and ex- 
hausted at the door of Steinhertz, the headsman, 
whose daughter—the afore-mentioned Markitta— 
interposes between him and his infuriated pursuers, 
and reminds them that, by virtue of an existing law. 
he is already within the precincts of a house of 
refuge, where not eren the King dare injure him. 
This appeal has the desired effeet for the present, and 
for three days Henrico is safe in the headsman's 
house, an unconscious patient in the handsof Markitta, 
but with the fourth day the period of grace expires. 
His bloodthirsty pursuers are already howling with- 
out for their victim, and his only means of purchasing 
safety is by undergoing the ceremony of becoming 
** the headsman's bond.” 

On becoming the headsman’s bond, Henrico receives 
the name of “ Ніпко,” and hence the name of the 
play. By slaying a Bohemian he has committed а 
mortal offence. in the eyes of King Wenzel; but his 
Majesty, who has & method in his ferocity, and is 
generally found on the side of justice, takes a lenicnt 
view of the case, and ultimately sets him at liberty. 
Not so with regard to Marquart, whose villany he 
discovers, and over whom his rage becomes something 
magnificent. He orders Henrico to behead the rascal; 
but Henrico refuses, and the King secretly likes him 
all the better for it. “There is something good in that 
fellow Henrico; the King has great confidence in 
him, and sends him on a confidential message with a 
letter which he is to deliver to Countess Blanka. 
Scarcely has Henrico gone when King Wenzel dis- 
covers that in his trusted messenger he has a rival 
whom he had some time previously found ““mooning”” 
in Blauka's garden—and a very pretty moonlight 
scene it was. 

The rage of the Bohemian monarch on making this 
discovery becomes positively terrific. As fast as 
horses can carry him, he is off in pursuit. The result 
is a curious scene in Blanka’s Hall. The Countess 
discovers in Henrico “the headsman’s bond," and 
faints on the spot or dies outright, for she does not 
make her appearance again. Henrico is made cap- 
tive, and the King swears he shall die for his offence ; 
but matters take a strange turn. While the King is 
in his throne-room, where Markitta has been pleading 
in vain for the intended victim, Dame Margaret 
Volkner uppears upon the scene and proves to 
Wenzel that not he, but Henrico, is the rightful King 
of Bohemia! The scene which ensues “may be 
imagined, but cannot be described." Suffice it to 
say that Wenzel is grander in conquering his inward 
self than in crushing his outward foes, and that 
Henrico, recognising this fact, abdicates in hisfavour, 
asking but one favour in return—permission to join 
hands with Markitta, who has proved her devotion to 
him in many remarkable ways. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hermann Vezin, Mr. George Rignold, 
Miss Rhodes, and Mrs. Billington were called before 
the curtain at the close of the perfermances, and 
were enthusiastically applauded, There were calls 
for the author, but Mr. Ryder had to express his 
regret that he was not in the house, iutimating at 
the same time that ‘‘ Hinko” wo be repeated 
every evening until further notice.

"ТНЕ FUNERAL OF JAMES RENFORTH. 


On Sunday afternoon the mortal remains of James 
Renforth, the champion sculler, were committed to 
their last resting-place in Gateshead cemetery, in the 
presence of some thousands of his sorrowing ad- 
mirers during lifetime. The suddenness with which 
the late champion’s brilliant career was brought to 
а termination is already well known to our readers, 
and it is only necessary to add that when the Tyne- 
siders could really realise the fact that their hero was 
goue from their midst for ever, they determined to 
show their appreciation of his worth, his skill, and 
his honesty by giving him a funeral fit for a prince. 
The weather on Sunday afternoon was brilliantly 
fine, and as the hour approached “for lifting of 
the body it was something astounding to observe the 
immense number of people making their way to 
Gateshead, until at two o dlock the leading thorough- 
fares were black with human beings, the number of 
those present аз spectators and assistants at the 
funeral being (өтету estimated at from опе hun- 
dred to one huni and fifty thousand, The 
arrangements were in charge of Mr. John Elliott, the 
chief constable of the ugh, and Mr, James 
Thompson, of Gateshead, and in the face of such an

Two grave sites 
were taken, in order that provision might be made 
for the erection of a monument, and a stone vault 
had been prepared for the reception of him who held 
such a high place in the estimation of the public. 
The solemn burial service was impressively read by 
the Rev. John King, of Gateshead, a gentleman who 
evinces a great interest in aquatic pursuits, and 
quickly the shell containiag the remains of one of 
the greatest scullers Tyne ever produced was hidden 
from view. 

THE VERDICT. 

The adjourned inquest on the body of Renforth 
Was resumed on the 7th inst., in the Courthouse, St. 
Jahn, before Dr. Earle, coroner. The verdict re- 
turned was that the deceased died from congestion 
of the lungs, which may have been caused by over- 
excitement. The analysis of the viseera showed the 
lungs to be gorged with blood, but there were no 
traces of poison.

TRULY, the lives of the eminent Frenchmen who 
ruled France in her direst trouble will form some of 
the most romantic pages of history. We all re- 
member the aspersions cast upon the character of 
Louis Napoleon by the “теп of the 4th of Sep- 
tember,” The skeleton іп the cupboard of one of the 
most immaculate of them is now revealed to the 
world, Itis М, Laluyé—once a bosom friend of М. 
Jules Favre, one whom he grappled to his soul “ with 
hoops of steel;"' it is this pretender of 


Friendship ! our only wealth, our last retreat and strength, 


who throws the light of day on a secret which might 
have been preserved with the secrecy of the grave, 
Slanderous rnmour had been busy with the reputa- 
tion of M. Jules Favre; but the ex-Foreign Minister 
of France took no notice of these scandalous state- 
ments until they were put in a form which he thus 
referred to in court :— 


“ The first declaration I have to make is that I was 
а complete stranger to the arrest of M. Laluyé and 
the search made at his house. When I read in à 
newspaper that a minister was accused of having, to 
satisfy his personal malice, procured the arrest of а 
citizen, I felt I could not longer remain silent. Asa 
politician I have often been the object of attacksand 
slanders, but I have always despised them. It is for 
you to say to-day whether I have been rash in bring- 
ing this complaint before you. As a politician, I 
repeat, not being the representative of any public 
authority, being responsible only for the fulfilment 
of the mission intrusted to me by my constituents, I 
have despised all attacks, however virulent they may 
sometimes have been. But, from the day when I had 
the honour of becoming the depository of political 
authority, and when I was accused of making use of 
it in order to satisfy a personal animosity, I felt it 
was no longer possible to abstain from invoking the 
justice of my country. It is for the defendant to 
prove his case. He has distinctly affirmed that I was 
the author of his arrest. He repeated that statement 
in a letter published in a newspaper, That plainly 
shows there was a conspiracy between that man 
and а certain соино PAN to destroy my reputation. 
I do not complain—1 suffer cruelly—but, since I am 
driven to it, 


* 1 WILL MAKE MY CONFESSION TO YOU, 

“That man who stands before you was the de- 
pository of all my secrets. He knew them as those 
of a client, of a friend, and, taking advantage of 
these confidences obtained through our intimacy, he 
sought in his recollections for the means of dishonour- 
ing me. I knew the obstinacy of the man, but I did 
not think it would carry him so far, I am deeply 
grieved, not for myself, but for the objects of my 
tenderness, whom 1 have heard maligned by the man 
who so long professed an ardent affection for them. 
Here is my confession. I make it before you, gentle- 

men of the jury, as I would make it before God, * 
66 16 is true that thirty years ago—I was young—I 
was acquainted with a woman who had separated 
from her husband. І loved her passionately. For 
twenty years I lived with her in the utmost retire- 
ment, Our position was very je. and caused me 
much suffering. She whom 1 have lost suffered still 
more than I did. My house remained closed, 
although I was then an advocate in good practice 
and had acquired among my professional brethren 
friendships of which I was proud. І felt that if I 
abandoned myself to the promptings of my heart 
I should go further than would be justifiable. Ah! I 
thank God for having taken to Himself her who to- 
day would have suffered too much from the infamies 
which this man has dared to launch against her 

memory. We lived together thus, hiring a count; 
house each summer, in complete retirement, with 
those whom I loved so much and between whom my 
heart made no distinction, Meanwhile public life 
came upon me, for it was not I who sought it. I 
continued passionately to love my profession, as I 
love it still, Ihave never regarded it otherwise than 
as a means Of rendering services to others, and to- 
‚ day, when I am approaching the close of my career, 
I declare that I have never willingly done harm to 

anyone, 
A CHILD 

was born to me. My poor loved one, when I first 
knew her, had already had one child, a daughter, 
who was being brought up by the grandfather, I 
did not think it right she should be separated from 
her mother. І brought her up; and М. Laluyé is 
right in saying that when she was married I called 
her my daughter. Itistrue. I did not wish at first 
to acknowledge the child. I was so advised—not 
that I might leave it my fortune, but that I might 
arrange its adoption. A second child came, which I 
acknowledged; and then a third. All this was in the 
letter of which М. Laluyé has spoken—in that letter 
which he has torn to pieces that he might employ 
the fragments for the purpose of his calumnies.. Let 
him show that letter, let him read it all, and you 
will see that he knew everything and has betrayed 
everything; that he knew all my secrets, and has

I began to be known. Political events occurred, and 
my retirement was broken into against my will, 1 
had concealed myself to ayoid persecutions 

against me for having resisted illegal acta, My 
friends came to seek me in my retreat—M. Odiot 
himself, my friend since І was twenty, and against 
whom М. Laluyé has not shrunk from insinuating 
an abominable calumny—he who knew М. Odiot. 
It became no longer possible for me to remain іп re- 
tirement. My family, my friends, were informed of 
my position, which was becoming critical. My poor 
friend (amie) said to me, 

“ “For our children's sake, for their future, you 
must either leave us or we must live entirely together.’ 

“Welived at Rueil, respected, honoured—especially 
she whom I loved, and who scattered around her 
kindnesses and charities.

Odiot died while I tended him. closed his eyes. 
My surprise was extreme when I learnt that he had 
appointed as his universal legatees my three children 
апа the child of my beloved Berthe, whom I had 
married to М, Sain—the most delicate, the most 
exquisite, the most generous of men, cut off in the 
flower of his age.

“Т had known him in the law courts, and after- 
wards, іп 1847, met him at Eaux Bonnes. Іп 1852 
I saw him again at Bougival. Like all my friends, 
he knew that I was not married.

By degrees he obtained my confidence, and under- 
took the purchase of my property. From 1852 to 
1864 he was to me a most tender, devoted, and sym- 
pathising friend.

I told all 
to М. Laluyé. He consulted two advocates—MM. 
Didier and Bethmont, They behaved admirably, as 
had also up to that M. Laluyé himself. I declare 
that here, and I am grateful to him for it. I can- 
not understand why he should wish to injure me, for 
I have never wished to do him harm. I return to the 
Odiot affair. It was terminated with the approval 
of the authorities and of the Odiot family. It was 
agreed that I should act as having legal rights. 
Observe that the slightest breath from the Odiot 
family would have blown away my rights; and yet 

ou have heard me accused of undue influence. М. 

aluyé and those who have written under his inspira- 
tion have insinuated that I enriched myself by this 
succession; they have even gone so far as to say that 
I never had a carriage and horses until this legacy. 
I had had a carriage since 1853. I had made money 
then as an advocate. The result of this legacy was 
50,000f. to each child, which I handed to Berthe, 
together with the sum which I arranged to give her. 
There remains 100,000f., the shares of my other two 
children, See with how much truth it is that I am 
held up as a millionaire to the demagogues whom I 
have rn fought against.
